It is the current opinion of afithrax experts that the 
anthrax contained in the October 9, 2001 letter to Senator Tom 
Daschle was prepared by an individual with an understanding of 
microbiology. Given this premise, and Wiley's knowledge of 
microbiology and unexplained disappearance, WFO requests Memphis 
conduct an investigation of Wiley and any connection he may have 
to the current anthrax mailings. Some of the issues that need to 
be addressed include: Wiley's access to anthrax, any research 
conducted by Wiley related to anthrax or similar organisms, 
Wiley's recent performance evaluations at work, any recent 
changes in Wiley's disposition, and any ties between Wiley and 
Tom Brokaw, Senator Tom Daschle, Senator Patrick Leahy, the New 
York Post, American Media Inc, or the National Enquirer. 
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
